(a) The purpose of this Section is to offer, to children

wth disabilities and severely nentally ill or enptionally

di sturbed children who otherwise would not qualify for

medi cal assistance under this Article due to famly incone,

hone- based and communi t y- based servi ces i nst ead of

i nstitutional pl acenent, as allowed under the federal Tax

Equity and Financial Responsibility Act of 1982.

(b) A parent or legal quardian of a child may purchase

medi cal assi stance coverage under this Article for the child

i f:

(1) the child is under 19 vears of age;

(2) the child is disabled as defined in the Social

Security Act and receives Suppl emental Security |Incone or

Social Security Disability |Insurance benefits based on

that disability;
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(3) the child requires a level of care normally

provided in a nedical institution, such as a nursing

hone, an internediate care facility for the nentally

retarded (ICF/MR), or an acute care hospital:

(4) a nedical professional determ nes hone care to

be appropriate for the child; and

(5) the cost of home care for the child does not

exceed the cost of the alternative institutional care.

In determining a child's eligibility under this Section

the parent's or |legal guardian's incone and resources nay not

be consi der ed.

(c) The Departnent of Public Aid shall adopt rules to

i mpl enent this Section. These rules nust include the

(1) The definition of a nmedical institution so that

both children with a devel opnmental disability and

severely nentally ill and enotionally disturbed children

are eligible for nedical assistance under this Section.

(2) The level of care considered to be normally

provided in those institutions.

(3) The method by which hone care is deened

appropri ate.

(4) The nethod by which the Departnent shal

det er m ne t hat hone care is |less expensive than

institutional care.
